that the high school makes one giant rectangle. From the 
main lobby you can get to the office, art hallway, gym, 
and auditorium. The art hallway is parallel to the ramp 
hallway and connects both the English and math wings. 

Now we will turn our attention to other 
important rooms. The main office is located in the lobby, 
at the far end of the English hallway. The nurse's office 
is also located in the English hallway, although it is more 
towards the middle. The guidance office is located in the 
main math hallway, close to the cafeteria. The principal's 
office is located at the cafeteria end of the science hallway. 
The library is located in the lobby, by the art hallway. The 
computer lab (always open during studies to students) 
is located in the hallway that leads to the gym and 
auditorium.

to the morning announcements. If you accidentally miss 
them, you can read a transcript on the school website. 
Finally, you can always ask the teacher in charge for more 
information. 

Those of you who have attended the junior high 
are already familiar with the cafeteria food. That being 
said, you will surely be happy to hear that the kitchen 
is open in the morning before homeroom. Students are 
required to group together in the cafeteria after coming 
off the bus in the morning, and while you are there 
you are allowed to buy Pop-Tarts, muffins, bagels, and 
drinks for a later breakfast than if you had eaten prior to 
getting on the bus. At Lunch, the meals are identical to 
those that the junior high serves. We attend first lunch 
(10:40 am) and fourth lunch (12:35 pm) while the junior 
high eats during the second and third lunches. This 
basically means that during first lunch, when we have 
access to the most amount of food, we are not as hungry 
as during fourth lunch, when the cafeteria often runs 
out of food because it was eaten during the prior three 
lunches. If you have first lunch, it is usually a good idea 
to eat a smaller breakfast so you will be hungry by 10:40 
am. Then, during the afternoon, you will not get as 
hungry since you would have eaten a larger lunch. When 
you have fourth lunch, it is a good idea to eat a larger 
breakfast to help sustain you through the day You might 
also want to bag your lunch, just in case the cafeteria runs 
out of food. 

The high school runs on a rotating block schedule, 
with four classes per day. On odd days (days 1, 3, 5, and 
7) you have one set of classes and on even days (days 2, 4, 
6, and 8) you have another set. Each day you should carry 
your textbooks, notebooks /binders, writing utensils, and 
an agenda. The school will also issue a school ID that you 
must carry with you, either in your backpack or in your

wallet. Last year we were given agendas that we were 
required to carry on our person (as they contained the 
school handbook in addition to a calendar), but with the 
budget cuts it is unknown whether these will be issued to 
us again. When traveling in the hallways during any time 
outside of passing, you must carry a pass signed by your 
teacher. When you go to the library, these passes are kept 
with the librarian until you leave, but with other teachers 
they are usually thrown out when you return to the 
classroom. If any teacher asks to see your pass, you must 
show it to them. Students roaming the hallways without 
the passes will be given disciplinary measures, most often 
a detention after school. 

To keep your binders organized for packing your 
bag, there are two tricks that are often shared with the 
freshmen class. The first is to get only two different colors 
for your binders, one for even days and one for odd days. 
That way, when you are packing your bag, you simply 
have to grab all of the binders of the designated color. 
Another thing you can do is get two backpacks and keep 
them packed and ready to go. Then you just have to grab 
the backpack that matches your day of classes. 

Another thing to keep in mind is that some 
activities which you may be interested in are linked to 
classes that you must be enrolled in. When I was signing 
up for classes in the eighth grade, I had planned to 
participate in the school newspaper as my activity. No 
one had told me, though, that in order to do so you had 
to be enrolled in the journalism class. Luckily this class is 
open to all grade levels, so you can take it as a sophomore 
if you haven't already signed up. Likewise, those of 
you who want to participate in the literary magazine 
must be signed up for one of the two creative writing 
classes. These classes, like journalism, are also electives 
open to students of all grade levels. Because so many

ANTIFREEZE POISONING 

My dog was in the garage with me as I was 
changing the antifreeze in my car. He sniffed the 
old antifreeze and was going to drink it. I stopped 
him. Would it make him sick? 

Antifreeze (Ethylene glycol) has a sw^eet 
smell that is, unfortunately, attractive to 
dogs. It can cause kidney failure if the dog is 
not treated w^ithin 4-6 hours after drinking 
this poison. If you see your dog or cat drink- 
ing antifreeze, take him to your veterinarian 
immediately.

Hurricane Safety 

Tropical storm and 
hurricane season has reared its 
ugly head again. It was a sober 
reminder this weekend when 
Hurricane Bill dipped his feet 
into the warm waters off the 
coast of Cape and the Islands, 
creating choppy surf and 
strong undertow. 

August through October 
is when a New Englander has 
to be on his toes. So - are you 
ready for hurricane season this year? 

In the Hurricane of 1938, my grandfather took a 
row-boat out to Westport Point so he could rescue some 
stranded people. They probably knew a storm was 
coming, but not until a few hours before it hit. In times 
past, seaside folks would look to farm animal behavior, 
cloud formation and choppy surf to prepare for the 
tumultuous storms that autumn brought. This did not 
provide a lot of time to "batten down the hatches''. 

Luckily, this is the 21st century, and we usually 
get as much as a week to prepare for serious weather 
events like hurricanes and tropical storms. Advanced 
tracking systems that include data-collecting buoys and 
satellites mean hurricane paths and behaviors can be 
better predicted. Two particularly important websites 
for tracking up-and-coming hurricanes are: 

NOAA.gov - The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration website collects ''real- 
time'' information from off shore buoys to keep track of 
what is going on in the ocean. Any kinds of warnings 
or alerts, particularly to recreational boat owners, will 
be available on the NOAA website, www.nhc.noaa.gov 
will take you to the National Hurricane Center, which 
provides Doppler views of the storm's progress. 

NASA.gov - The hurricane page on NASA's 
website is similar to NOAA, but maybe just a little more 
fun to visit (if you find things like hurricane-tracking 
fun). 

So - you know which websites to visit, but are your 
junk drawers stocked with the right stuff? 

Here are some of the things that you must have on hand: 

• Battery powered radio 

• Batteries for radio 

• Candles, LED lights, flashlights 

• Books, cards, other implements of distraction 

• Cell phone 

• First aid kit and toiletries (especially 
pre-moistened towelettes like Wet Wipes) 



And here are some things that you should do before the 
storm arrives: 

• Fully stock the pantry - you should have enough 
food to last a week. Make sure you include plenty 
of canned, non-perishable items (and an old- 
fashioned can opener to go with the cans). 

• Enough water to last your family (and pets) a 
week. Generally figure about one gallon per person, 
per day. 

• Prescriptions - make sure you have at least one 
week's worth of your prescribed drug. 

• Withdraw some cash - don't pull out your life 
savings, but in the event that ATMs aren't working, 
be prepared. 

• Keep your important documents, like birth 
certificates, social security cards, car titles, 
insurance paperwork etc, in a plastic, sealed 
container. 

• Make sure that all phone batteries are completely 
charged, and charge back-up batteries if you have 
them. 

• Take all pet precautions - make sure you have 
plenty of food and water for your pets, and enough 
carriers to take them all if you have to evacuate. 

• Learn how to shut off the gas and water line 
in your house. This will help prevent secondary 
disasters, like burst pipes or fire in the event of a 
hurricane. 

• Make sure that your boat is securely moored. 

If a hurricane is absolutely eminent, then consider 
covering your windows with scrap wood or plywood; 
just make sure that you have securely attached the 
wood, otherwise you risk 
sending scraps airborne, 
which will just destroy 
your property (and possibly 
others'). Before Hurricane 
Katrina, all of the hardware 
stores ran out of plywood - 
if you cannot get plywood 
for your windows, cover 
the windows with a wide 
masking tape. The tape won't 
prevent the window from 

breaking, but it will prevent the glass from shattering 
into the house. 

Always take proper precautions, but the best 
asset in the event of a hurricane is to remain cool and 
collected. And, if we've learned anything from Katrina, 
evacuate the area when you are told, especially in the 
event of a category 5 hurricane. 

And now, let's cross our fingers for a hurricane-free 
season.

St. Philip's 125th Anniversary 

This is a special year for St. Philip's Episcopal 
Church at 34 Water Street, Mattapoisett.

Historic Rogues

Inglourious Basterds. Starring Brad Pitt and Melanie Laurent. 
Directed by Quentin Tarantino. Running time: 153 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

In Inglourious Basterds, the essential Quentin Tarantino 
scene unfolds again and again: a long, sinister conversation 
between someone with power and someone without. Usually, 
but not always, the powerful person is a Nazi, imposing on 
someone's time at excruciating length; it's rambling as triumph 
of the will. None of this is as boring as it may sound: Tarantino 
plumbs these sequences for considerable suspense. When will 
the Nazi get to the point, or go away, or just kill someone and 
break the tension? The menacing one-sided chat goes on and 
on, while the listener sweats and tries not to give up whatever 
information is being demanded. In Tarantino-land, the Nazis 
don't have to torture you; they talk to you. 

Brad Pitt and his merry band of "Basterds" are less 
loquacious (though Pitt, too, uses the chatty method of 
extracting info). This group of Jewish- American soldiers, led 
by Pitt the Gentile hillbilly, prefers to rough up their Nazi prey, 
often for the sheer bullying fun of it. A glowering Boston Jewish 
bruiser, played by Hostel director Eli Roth, emerges from the 
shadows with a baseball bat and ends a frightened German 
soldier rather messily. The Basterds' story is interwoven with 
that of a French Jewish girl (Melanie Laurent), who escapes the 
Nazis early on and winds up managing a Paris movie theater; 
she has violent plans of her own. Pitt and Laurent are two sides 
of the same vengeful coin, with movie-love giving it a hot spin. 

Tarantino always sets out to make The Ultimate Movie of 
Everything Quentin Loves. Inglourious Basterds is his brutal- 
cool reverie of war, though until the very end he stops short 
of wholeheartedly enjoying the sadism — the young, terrified 
German soldiers Pitt mutilates are humanized as much as the 
victims of the Nazis, and sometimes we feel that those German 
soldiers are victims of the Nazis, unpolitical kids conscripted 
into an insane system they might not believe in. The chief villain 



is an elaborately inquisitive '']ew hunter," a Nazi colonel who in 
saner times might have been a great detective; sportively played 
by Christophe Waltz, this Nazi is allowed depth of motive and 
layers of feeling about what he does. He's also a bit of a boor, 
endlessly impressed with himself. 

The marquee star is Brad Pitt, and he turns in a one-note 
performance — malevolent amusement, mostly — though 
the note is consistently entertaining. The 26-year-old Melanie 
Laurent, an actress to watch, sprinkles her deadpan with barbs 
of rage and grief. Once again, a woman walks away with a 
Tarantino film, and he cheerfully lets her take it. Inglourious 
Basterds is a long, strange pop artifact, studded with instant- 
classic moments and sealed with a legitimately great image 
of a laughing face swathed in fire and smoke — even if the 
entire film were junk, it'd be worth it for that shot alone, an 
immaculate essay-in-pictures about the power of cinema. As 
always, Tarantino works with a heady mix of playfulness and 
classical rigor, and getting out of L.A. and America — as he also 
did with Kill Bill — adds a pleasant old-world gravitas to his 
play. He may appreciate the Basterds on a bad-ass Lee Marvin 
level, but the French girl who shows movies — and shows that 
the dream Leni Riefenstahl helped build can be blown apart the 
same way — is his true hero. I don't know whether Inglourious 
Basterds is Tarantino' s masterpiece (it's too early to say), but it 
proves he's still a master.
